‘PLO moves

According to the magazine, the 
“PLO's top spokesman" views any 
PLO support of the 1947 UN parti- 
tion plan as a “maximum bargaln- 
ing position before we go into ne- 
gotiations with Israel at Geneva.” 
He also says that the Palestinians 
“simply hope that future generations 
of Israelis will share our vision and 
live with us in a new state." 

“Newsweek” also reports that the 
PLO and Israel made secret con- 
tacts in Paris recently to see whether 
there was any basis for further 
discussions. It quotes Israeli sources 
as saying‘ that the contacts “led 
nowhere.”

Syria, Egypt 
violate arms 
agreements

EOTH SYRIA and Egypt are 
violating the limitation or forces 
agreements, but the breaches are 
seen by Israel as minor and of a 
purely technical nature, according 
to military sources. 

The Syrians still have a small 
number of tanks in excess of the 
75 permitted in the limitation of 
forces zone, despite repeated Israeli 
«complaints to the UN, The Egyptian 
violations are usually limited to a 
very small number of artillery 
pieces more than permitted. Both 
the Syrians and the Egyptians 
usualy react to Israeli complaints, 
filed through the UN, by withdraw- 
ing a number of the excess weapons, 
but they returned them a short time 
after the UN inspections, according 
to the sources. 

‘They pointed out that the Syrians, 
athough they keep too many 
in the first Imitation zone, have 
considerably fewer forces than they 
re actually permitted by the agree- 
Ment in the second zone,

TEL AVIV. — Wholesalers of Du- 
bek-made cigarettes yesterday 
threatened to stop deHveries to re- 
tailers, unless the monopoly tobacco 
company makes up for increased 
costs. Dubek announced that it would 
undertake its own deliveries to meet 
any shortage. 

The wholesalers informed Dubek 
that the recent increases in petrol 
costs cut info 8 narrow profit 
margin, and deliveries were no 
longer worth while. 

A Dubek spokesman said yester- 
day there will not be a shortage of 
any brand of Dubek cigarettes, un- 
less panic buying sets in. Company 
gales manager Nissim Levi said yes- 
terday there were enough cigarettes 
in stock at most kiosks and stores 
to meet demand for the next seven 

to 10 days. ᾿ 

Dubek has proposed to act with 
the wholesalers to petition the Govy- 
ernment for a change in prices, and 
to lower taxes on tobacco products. 
A meeting with Government repre- 
sentatives is scheduled for January 
15. 

At present, a pack of “Time” 
costs 11.2.30. Of this, TL1.55 goes 
to the government as excise; 57 
agora to Dubek for the cost of buy- 
ing the tobacco, manufacturing and 
packaging the cigarettes; 13 agora 
to the retailer; and five agora to 
the wholesaler. Dubek says that un- 
less the Government's cut is lower- 
ed, or prices increased, both the 
wholesalers and Dubek itself will be 
operating In the red. 


Paint can bomb 
was set off by 
a timing device

The incendiary device which injured 
12 persons — two of them serious- 
ly — in Rehov Ben-Yehuda in Jeru- 
salem 10 days ago was set off by 
a timing device and not by the 
police sergeant's tampering, 8 po- 
lice spokesman said yesterday.

breaking as he spoke of his struggle;

Prof. Voronel initiated and orga- 
tized many Jewish demonstrations, 
hunger strikes and petitions during 
the last three years. He launched 
8 series of scientific seminars in 
Moscow for dissident acientists, des- 
pite KGB attempts to foil the meet- 
ings. 

Last July, when President Ri- 
chard Nixon waa due to visit Mos- 
cow, Voronel tried to organize an 
international scientific meeting to 
draw attention to the plight of 
Jewish scientists attempting to emi- 
grate to Israel.

- Quins born to Sderot couple

Tova Medina, childless after 
seven years of marriage, and her 
husband Moshe, a prison warder,

came the proud parents of three 
boys and two girls — Israel's 
second set of quintuplets. 

The babies were delivered dur- 
ing a period of five minutes 
shortly after 6 o'clock by a team 
of doctors at Jerusalem's Hadas- 
sah Hospital. Though six weeks 
premature and confined to in- 
cubators, the quins are normal 
and crying lustily. Doctors would 
not ‘predict their chances for 
long-term survival for another 
day or two, but the prospects 
last night were reported 88 


Weighing in at 127 to 169 
kgs. each, the Medina babies are 
considerably lerger than those 
bom to Hadassah ‘Berman, 
mother of Israel's: first set of 
quins and wife of a Jerusalem 
flagmaker, in October, 1971. Four 


births by 6.30, the father could 
not be reached at his home in 
the Negev town -of Sderot. He 
first learned the news while 


listening at work to the radio's 
eight o'clock news, and raced to 
the hospital by taxi. ‘Wonder- 
ful, fantastic, the more the 
merrier!” he exclaimed, after 
hearing that his 31-year-old wife 
ig well and seeing the babies. 

Although the quins’ arrival 
wags somewhat of a enock for 
the father, he and his wife had 
been told of the possibility of 
sextuplets for several months, 
As in all cases of mothers ex- 
pecting more than triplets, Mrs. - 
Medina was brought to Hadas- 
sah while still in her fifth month. 

Mrs, Medina had been treated 
with ἃ fertility drug called Per. 
gonal at Hadassah for several 
months after seven childless 
years of marriage. “The pill, 
consisting of a hormone ex- 
tracted from the urine of meno- 
pausal women, is a powerful 
and dangerous drug and must 
be administered carefully,” ac- 
cording to Prof. W. Ze'ev Po~ 
lishuk, head of  Hadassah's: 
Gynaecology and Obstetrics De- 
partment. .“The treatment is 
expensive — thousands of pounds 
-- but is provided free to any 
woman who needs it by the 
Demographic Centre in the 
. Prime Minister’s Offlice.” 


“She's one in a million,” a 
gleeful Moshe Medina said. of 
his wife. Actually, the chances 
of a woman giving birth to 
quintuplets are one in half a 
million, Prof. Polishuk reported, 
but most women who carry 
such a large number of babies 
miscarry. 

The Medinas, both Moroccan- 
born, have a difficult challenge 
ahead of them. They live in a 
one-and-a-half-room flat, and as 
a warder, Moshe takes home a 
net salary of 111,000. “We 
haven’t even any baby furniture 
yet,” said Moshe, himself an 
only son. 

A spokesman for the Demo- 
graphic Centre told The Jerusa- 
lem Post that the Medinas 
must apply for financial help at 
the Centre, and then their case 
will be dealt with immediately. 
A lump sum of several thousand 
pounds is provided for hiring 
household help during the firat 
year. An easy-term mortgage 
for buying a larger flat or add- 
ing rooms to their present one 
will also probably be made 
available. In past cases of 
quadruplets, private stores have 
donated baby clothes and furni- 
ture to the new parents.

Italy fascists threaten a 
killing every nine days 


TURIN (UPI). — The neo-fas- 
cist Black Order has threatened 2 
killing every nine days until 
authorities release an accused 
terrorist and pay the underground 
terrorist group half a billion lire 
(about $766,000), the Italian news 
agency Ansa reported yesterday. 

Ansa said: “The general staff 
of the Black Order’ made the 
threat in identical messages mail- 
ed on Christmas Day to its Ge- 
nea and Turin bureaus. The mes- 
Sages said the Killings would 
begin next Sunday. 

A similar message to Ansa 
last week said the Black Order 
would bomb cathedrals in the 
principal cities of Italy on Christ- 
mas if the Roman Catholic 
Church and Pope Paul “do not 
distribute their vast pecuniary 
wealth to the Italian. populace.” 


Police tightened security around 
St. Peter's Basflica and other po- 
tential targets but no attempts 
were reported. 

The new messages demanded 
the release from prison of Franco 
Freda, one of two alleged neo- 
fascists charged in 1972 with 
homicide in a series of 1969 
bombings, including one that 
killed 16 persons at the Milan 
Bank of Agriculture. 

The Black Order said Freda 
was a victim of Zionism, “im- 
prisoned for having attempted 
to publish an editorial unmesking 
the crimes of the ‘chosen peo- 
ple’ and for having concretely 
collaborated with the supply of 
timers for bombs for the Pales- 
tinian resistance.”

Gardening kept man going in Indonesian jungle 


How soldier spent 30 years alone 


JAKARTA (AP). — A Taiwan 
man who fought for Japan in World 
War ΤΙ told yesterday how he sur- 
vived 30 years of hiding on a jungle- 
covered Indonesian island. Teru Na- 
kamura, 57, looking fit, but said to 
be suffering from a protein and iron 
Geficiency, told newsmen that he 
lived by fishing, trapping wild pigs 
and turkeys and by growing bana- 
has, taro and tapioca. 

Nakamura said he occasionally 
stole seedlings from nearby villagers 


.for his garden. He made fires for: 


cooking by rubbing two sticks toge- 
ther or with a magnifying glass. 
Nakamura surrendered on Decem- 
ber 19 to an Indonesian Air Force 
team on the island of Morotal, in 
the Molucce Islands. He arrived in 
Jakarta yesterday. He said he join- 
ed the Japanese Army in his native 
Taiwan in 1943 and first arrived 
on Morotai in 1943. 


When American troops overran 
the island in 1944, Nakamura fled 
with eight other Japanese soldiers, 
but was later separated from them. 

Nakamura said he built himself 
a small hut and planted a 30-by-20- 
metre garden that he cultivated 
with a spade discarded by American 
soldiers. 


At the news conference, Naka-. 
mura said that he suppressed his 
longing for his wife and son iu 
Taiwan by concentrating on his 
gardening. He added that he never 
gave sex a thought. 


Nakamura had been spotted 
earlier this month running wild by 
a villager who later notified the 
authorities. The li-man Air Force 
team who came upon the soldier 
11 days ago said he was standing 
naked in front of his hut, cutting 


_bamboo and shouting. 


After the Air Force party had 
sung the Japanese national anthem 
and a military song, Nakamura ap- 
proached them with his bayonet, 
but was immediately surrounded 
An interpreter explained to him that 
the war was over and that Indonesia 
was independent. 


“I would rather die than surrender 
to the American forces,"" he was 
quoted as telling the Indonesians. 

Nakamura was later taken to an 
air base, where he was found to 
be generally healthy but suffering 
from a’ 580) of hemoglobin in 
his blood due to a lack of protein 
and iron in his jungle diet.

-MOSCOW (Reuter). Soviet 

authorities have flown arrested biolo- 
gist Sergei Kovalev, one of the 
‘country's. leading dissidents, to 
Lithuania, where he will apparently 
face trial on charges of disseminat- 
ing unofficial publications, acade- 
‘mician Andrei Sakharov said yes- 
‘terday. 

Dr. Sakharov, who has worked 
closely with Dr. Kovalev on alleged 
violations of human rights in the 
Soviet Union, also issued an appeal 
to international bodies for a world- 
wide campaign for the biologist's 
release. 

Dr. Kovalev was arrested on 
December 27 in connection with in- 
vestigations into a_ typewritten 
journal on Roman Catholic church 
affairs in Lithuania after a search 
of his Moscow apartment and two 
days of questioning by KGB 
‘security police, Dr. Sakharov said. 

On Saturday, when Mrs. Kovalev 
“went to hand in warm for 
her husband at Lefortovo jail, 


Moscow’s main security prison, she - 
was told that he had already been 
flown to Lithuania. . 

In a statement made available to 
Western newsmen, Dr. Sakharov 
said he believed the arrest of Dr. 
Kovalev im connection with the 
Lithuanian journal was made ts 
give the authorities “a pretext to 
hold the investigation and trial far 
away from Moscow to avoid publi- 
city." 

Eearlier this year, Dr. Kovalev, 
together with linguist Tatyana 
Khodorovich and mathematician 
Tatyana Velikanova, announced the 
Teappearance of the “Chronicle of 
Current Events," a typewritten 
journal detailing dissident activities 
and thelr suppression. 

The academician also issued the 
text of a new year appeal he. said 
he and Dr. Kovalev had written on 
the night before, the biologist's ar- 
rest, calling for an amnesty for 
prisoners of conscience throughout 
the world.

begins tomorrow 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Amer- 
iea's third gold rush begins to- 
. morrow, when the Federal Gov- 
ernment lifts the 41-year-old ban 
on gold ownership. 

Although there will not be 
the population movements this 
time that accompanied the gold 
rushs to California and Alaska 
in the last century, there will 
be one similarity — a few for- 
tunes will be made but losers 
will outnumber winners by a size- 
able margin, 

Gold ownership comes at 8 
time when gold on world com- 
™modity markets has defiled the 
pattern of every other invest- 
ment except oil and food, The 
prices of gold, Hke food and oll, 
have doubled and tripled in the 
past 18 months. 

Experts in finance and commo- 
dity trading, however, say gold 
is now highly over-valued and 
that the upward price movement 
is entirely due to speculators, 
who hope to profit from the en- 
try of Americans into the mar- 
ket. “In fact, the gold market 
bears all the features of a clas- 
sic pyramid sales scheme,” said 
Sen, Willam Proxmire (D-Wis- 
consin|, the new chairman of the 
Senate Banking Committee. "The 
only way the price can be main- 
tained [8 by roping in more suck- 
ers.” 


Charies Stahl, a respected 
Princeton commodities expert, 
said most American entering the 
gold market tomorrow would 
have “their pockets picked.” 

Willis W. Alexander, executive 
vice president of the American 
Bankers' Association, said: “On 
the basis of protracted discus- 
sions on gold within the asso- 
ciation, we beileve the strictest 
caution is in order for banks and 
individuals." 

Thrift institutions are con- 
cerned that the end of the gold 
ownership bar will spur with- 
drawals from savings accounts, 
which are the foundation of 


mortgage lending for home- 
buyers. 
To offset speculative press- 


ures, the Treasury will auction 
two million ounces of gold on 
Friday — less than 1 per cent of 
U.S. holdings — with bidding 
keyed to the market price. 

Beginning tomorrow, gold will 
be available in banks, depart- 
Ment stores, jewellery stores, 
from coin dealers and stock- 
brokers. 

It will also be sold in the form 
of “futures contracts” on com- 
modities markets operated by the 
Chicago Board of Trade, the New 
York and Chicago Mercantile 
Exchanges, and the New York 
Commodity Exchange.

Thais deport

SINGAPORE (UPI). Former 
Thai Prime Minister Thanom Kit- 
tikachorn was deported to Singa- 
pore yesterday, less than three days 
after he had tried to slip back into 
Thailand fram his previous exile in 
the U.S. 

He arrived here last night and 
has been granted permission for a 
temporary stay. A government state- 
ment sald that at the request of

The 63-year-old former Prime 
Mumister, whose military regime was 
overthrown by students in October, 
1973, said he had returned to Thai- 
land to visit hig sick father and 
would not become invslved in poli- 
tics. But his return caused an up- 
roar among students and politicians, 
and the government of Prime Min- 
ister Sanya Dharmasakti decided 
late Saturday night that Thanom 
had to leave. 

Thai Government sources said 
that the authorities had some dif- 
ficulty in finding a country which 
would accept Thanom, who did not 
want to return to the U.S. and 
wanted to remain in Asia.

The bank said conventional prim- 
ary, secondary and university edu- 
cation was inadequate and laid 
stress instead on mass basic edu- 
cation for children and adults, 

In a 73-page report, the bank 
complained that schools in develop- 
mg countries “show an elitist bias, 
favouring urban and middle class 
groups at the expense of the urban 
and rural poor.” 

Their efforts so far “have been 
insuffitient-to~ provide education for 
more than he? of the children and 
adults in developing countries,” it 
added. 

“Twenty-five of the poorest coun- 
tries have only one-third of the 
primary age children enrolled,” the 
bank reported. 

The bank warned that “the pros- 
pects are not promising” and added, 
“there wil be significant increases 
in the total number of out-of-school 
children and illiterate adults if no 
remedial action is taken.” 

The bank said its allocation of 
over §350m. between 1975 and 1978 
was only a start.

Im retrospect the years between 
1950 and 1970 will probably be seen

coal increased by only 50 ‘per cent):

The workl's industrial giants 
bought of, mainly from the Mid- 
die East and Africa. Twenty years 
“go Japan and western Europe were 
80 per cent self-sufficient in energy. 
Last year western Europe imported 
60 per cent of ita energy and Ja- 
pan nearly 90 per cent. Even the 
ofl-rich U.S. has been affected. 
Last year it imported one-third of 
its οἱ. Of the giants ‘only the 
Soviet Union has stayed self-suffi- 
clent. τ 

The situation for coal has simply 
been to cling to markets wherever 
possible, against almost insurmourt- 
able price competition from oil 
Output in western Europe dropped 
40 per cent im the last 15 years. 
‘With the notable exceptions of the 
Soviet Union, Eastern Europe, In- 
dia, Australia and South Africa, 
coal production in most countries 
has either fallen im the last 20 
years or else little investment has 
gone into its expansion.

The price of domestic coal has 
increased by 60 to 80 per cent in 
most coal producing countries in 
the last year, and in some instan- 
ces — such as on the export mar- 
ket — prices have doubled and 
trebled. in the last year.

Yet, roughly speaking, in terms of 


comparative energy cost, coal is up — 


to 40 per cent cheaper today than 
oil. This is now beginning to have 
drastic consequences. 


Last year the U.S. announced 
plans for spending $2,000rm. on coal 
research, This year Britain an- 
mounced plans for development of 
the workl'a richest new coalfield 
— in Yorkshire, In January the

Fertilizer 
shortage 


now critical. 


CHICAGO (AP).—A world struggl- 
ing with food shortages has an- 
other three or four years ta go 
before overcoming critical fertilizer 
shortages, specialists said last week. 
They estimate that food production 
lost because of fertilizer shortages 
is enough to provide the basic an- 
nual diet for two million persons 
in less developed countries. 

Paul J. Stange), a.fertilizer spe- 
cialist with the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, one of the biggest U.S. 
power agencies, said the supply of 
nitrogen fertilizer in the US. will 
continue to be tight for several 
years, while in some parts of the 
world will be severe. 

He said, however, that by 1980 
there could be a world surplus of 
nitrogen, one of three basic chemic- 
al farm fertilizers. The others are 
phosphate and potash. 

“Asian countries are very marked- 
ly expanding nitrogen capacity," 
Stangel said, “enough to come close 
to supplying their own needs.” 

He said the world-wide shortage 
of nitrogen now is more than a 
million metric tons a year. This is 
enough to grow 10 million tons of 
grain, he estimated.

MOSCOW (Ofns). — 
APPREHENSION seems to be 
growing In Moscow that a serious 
confrontation between oil-produc- 
ing countries of the Middle East 
and the rich industrial nations of 
the West may be inevitable and 
may come sooner than expected. 
Such a confrontation will not be 
welcome here because it will com- 
Pllcate the altuation for the Soviet 
Union, even to the extent that Mos- 
cow may have to become an un- 
witting protagonist in the dispute. 
And if this happens it jis almost 
certain that the Soviet Union will 
be basically opposed to the West. 


In principle Moscow cannot op- 
pose the right of the raw material- 
producing countries to fix the price 
for their own goods. In the case 
of olf and the Middle Hast, the Rus- 
sians have to take into account 
their ties with the Arab countries, 
and as the United States would be 
the chief antagonist of the Arab 
States, it might even provide the 
Soviets with a godsent opportunity 
to restore their influence, somewhat 
eroded in recent yeara, and part- 
icularly after the 1973 October war. 

Simple arithmetic 

The second important consider- 
ation for Moscow is that it bene- 
fits from higher prices. Though the 
Soviet Union is not a big exporter 
to the Western countries, it sells a 
large quantity of oil to ita Eastern 
European partners in the Comecon. 
It also exports some oil to develop- 
ing countries in Asia. And since it 
is determined to charge -interna- 
tional oi! prices even within the Co- 
™mecon, or nearly international pri- 
ces, it Is simple arithmetic to cal- 
culate that for the same - quantity 
of oil exported it can gain far more 
foreign exchange and to that ex- 
terit extend its forelgn trade oper- 
ations without the worry of balanc- 
ing the trade. For this reason, too, 
Moscow has no basic interest in 
opposing higher prices or to line up 
with the rich Western countries. 

The third important consideration 
is also political. It would be em- 
berrassing for Moscow to be seen 
taking the side of the rich indus- 
trial nations like the United States, 
‘West Germany, France and others 
in a dispute which involves Third 
World countries. And in this con- 
text there is one point which is in- 
variably overlooked in the West but 
is not ignored here.
